ROLAND: What this witness has 
said up to that question is it is impossible for her 
to give an answer to that because she doesn't even 
know, and as she indicated does not have the medical 
knowledge to know whether it is life threatening or 


not°® What my friend is asking is a fair question of 
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some other witness, but I>don"“t think®it is a fair 
question to this witness to give that kind of 
medical opinion of this child and her observation 
that he is stable. He has asked her to conclude 
was it life threatening and so on, when she has 
already indicated that she doesn't have the medical 
knowledge to give that kind of opinion. | 

MR. TOBIAS: With respect, Mr. 
Commissioner, and with the greatest of respect to my 
friend, I think his objection is around three minutes 
too late, because I was no longer asking about 
whether arrhythmias can or cannot be life threatening. 
I was asking her to expand upon what she meant by 
the term "stable", and I was suggesting a concept, 
and whether or not that was the concept she was 
talking about. If he is right in his observations, 
and frankly he is, I see no reason to fear the 
answer. 

MR. ROLAND: My point is she can't 
have that concept without the medical knowledge. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Can you trust 
me, Mr. Roland?
